Antennas — all stranded copper wire unless otherwise listed. They’ve all been in 
the air, so the wire is not “shiny”: 


--a 70 foot wire dipole, fed with 300 ohm ladder line. Can cover a wide range of 
frequencies with a tuner. Has long lengths of rope on each end and a long run of 
ladder line. Condition — good. 


--a homemade 80m / 40m dipole pair, fed from a W2AU balun in the center. 
Condition — good. 


--a homemade 80 meter dipole with a Hy-Gain insulator in the center, short 
length of RG-8 coax, no connector. Condition — fair. 


--a homemade 40 meter dipole with a Hye Que center insulator, a long run of 
RG-59/U coax attached, no connector. This one is made of solid, soft-drawn 
copper, good stuff! Condition — good. 


--Radio Wavz DX80 OCF, 80 meter off center fed multi-band dipole — 
supposedly works on 80, 40, 20 and 10m. Probably not copper wire. Condition 
- essentially unused. 


Coax - 


-- Radioshack RG-58/U, I’m guessing at least 50 feet, commercial product, with 
PL-259 coax fittings on each end. Looks unused. 


--Consolidated RG-58/U, also about 50 feet, with PL-259s on each end. Good 
condition. 


--Unlabeled, I’m guessing RG-58/U, at least 50 feet with PL-259s on each end. 
Good condition. 


--Columbia RG-59/U foam, about 40 feet. Good condition with some paint on 
the jacket.
